NEW YORK (UPI) - Five terror- 


ists who hijacked a U.S. jetliner 
across the Atlantic to publicize their 
demands for a free Croatia returned 
to the United States Sunday in hand- 
cuffs to face charges of air piracy and 
possibly murder. 


Some 40 FBI agents met the terror- 


ists — four Yugoslav men and an 
American wife of one — and took 
them to FBI headquarters in Manhat- 
tan for questioning. None of the five 
spoke to reporters. 


The self-styled "Fiehters for Free 


Croatia" hijacked a TWA jetliner with 
92 persons aboard Friday. The New 
York-to-Chicago plane was diverted to 
Montreal, then on the Gander, New- 
foundland, and Paris. 


J. WALLACE LaPrade, assistant di- 


rector of the FBI in charge of the 
New York office, said the five would 
be charged with air piracy, punish- 
able by a sentence of 20 years to life. 


Authorities also said the five may 


face murder charges in the death of a 


New York police officer who was 
killed early Saturday while trying to 
disarm a bomb the terrorists left, 
with a 2,400-word list of demands, in a 
locker at New York's Grand Central 
Station. 


A second bomb was found by police 


at New York's Kennedy Airport while 
the five hijackers were en route there 
Sunday. 


The hijackers had said they had a 


second bomb in a "busy location" set 
to go off unless their demands were 
met. But before they surrendered in 
Paris they telephoned orders through 
a confederate to defuse it.

Tears welcome return of hostages 


by DANN GIIIE 


A 1000-mile transatlantic odysscy 


ended In tears and screams of joy for 
three Northwest suburban men Sun- 
day who were among 25 passengers 
returning to O'Harc Airport from a 
hijacked jet In Paris. 


Todd Bergman of Arlington Heights 


and George King of Hoffman Estates 
were greeted by family and friends 
who had anxiously waited more than 
an hour after the plane landed at 4:45 
p.m. to welcome the men home. 


A third local man identified as W. 


Rush of DCS Plaines was not available 
for an interview Sunday. 


Tho three had been among 92 pas- 


sengers and crewmen on a Chicago- 
bound TWA jet hijacked Friday night 
and commandeered to Paris Saturday 
by members of a Croation nationalist 
group. 


BERGMAN, 35, OF 628 S. Lincoln 


Ln., Arlington Heights, told reporters 
"tho stay in Paris was a real night- 
mare" because "there was a lot of 
trouble in communications" between 
police and the passengers. 


Bergman, a financial analyst, ad- 


mitted that when the hijackers said 
they were going to blow up the jet, "it 
wasn't my favorite thing."

"I had faith that they weren't going 


to do it (blow up the jet)," he said. 
"There were, however, moments of 
fear, or I should say, great apprehen- 
sion." 


Bergman, when asked if he was one 


of the passengers who reportedly vol- 
unteered to take the Creations' mes- 
sage back to the United States, said, 
"I don't have much sympathy for 
their cause." 


MRS. BERGMAN, WHO remained 


cool and calm while waiting with her 
three children for the jet to land at 
O'Harc, said the family will quietly 
celebrate her husband's return. 


"It'll be a little champagne and a 


lot of love," she said. "The kids have 
really helped over the weekend. 
They've kept me busy every minute." 


Nine-year-old Krlsten Bergman said 


she "was really scared" when she 
heard news her father was on the hi- 
jacked jet. She prepared a vanilla 
cake Sunday morning for his return. 


Other children, Andrew, 6, and Pe- 


ter, 3, remained quietly at their moth- 
er's side until they became excited as 
the moment for their father's arrival 


drew near. 


KING. 33, of 113 Ashland Ave., Hoff- 


man Estates, was greeted by his wife 
Suzanne, who was visibly upset re- 
straining tears while waiting for her 
husband to come into the terminal. 


King spoke briefly with reporters 


before leaving the airport, saying he 
was happy to be home. 


Mrs. King said, "The worst part of 


the whole thing was when a woman 
rom the state department told me 
how the plane they were on wasn't 
equipped to go overseas." 


"I asked her what their chances 


were. She said the chances of them 
making it overseas were very slim," 
Mrs. King said. "All I thought about 
was that the plane was going to go 
over the ocean and crash." 


King, a salesman, called his family 


• Saturday night from Paris shortly af- 
ter being freed by his captors. 


"He was laughing and having a 


drink. He said he couldn't wait to get 
back," Mrs. King said. "The worst 
part of the trip was when they said 
they were going to blow up the plane. 
George said the priest (Bishop Ed- 
ward O'Rourke of Peoria) gave them 
the last rites and his whole body

Hijackers return to tace charges 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Five terror- 


• ists who hijacked a U.S. jetliner 
across the Atlantic to publicize their 
demands for a free Croatia returned 
to the United States Sunday in hand- 
cuffs to face charges of air piracy and 
possibly murder. 


Some 40 FBI agents met the terror- 


ists — four Yugoslav men and an 
American wife of one — and took 
them to FBI headquarters in Manhat- 
tan for questioning. None of the five 
spoke to reporters. 


The self-styled "Fichters for Free 


Croatia" hijacked a TWA jetliner with 
92 persons aboard Friday. The New 
York-to-Chlcago plane was diverted to 
Montreal, then on the Gander, New- 
foundland, and Paris. 


J. WALLACE LaPrade, assistant di- 


rector of the FBI in charge of the 
New York office, said the five would 
be charged with air piracy, punish- 
able by a sentence of 20 years to life. 


Authorities also said the five may 


face murder charges in the death of a 


New York police officer who was 
killed early Saturday while trying to 
disarm a bomb the terrorists left, 
with a 2,400-word list of demands, in a 
locker at New York's Grand Central 
Station. 


A second bomb was found by police 


at New York's Kennedy Airport while 
the five hijackers were en route there 
Sunday. 


The hijackers had said they had a 


second bomb in a "busy location" set 
to go off unless their demands were 
met. But before they surrendered in 
Paris they telephoned orders through 
a confederate to defuse it. 


"I am proud of everything we did," 


one of the hijackers declared on their 
departure from Paris. 


"Don't be surprised if there are oth- 


er attacks," the hijacker said. "We 
are defending a just cause and here 
we are with handcuffs on."

"I think 
she primes the woman to an emphasis 
cosmetics and artificially changing 
of the body."

W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) - The 


middle income working family with 
children that files a simple tax return 
each year is one of the winners in the 
major tax revision bill which could 
become law within the next two 
necks. 


The Southern Railway, the Bur- 


lington Northern, the Southern Pacific 
and other profitable railroads who 
make millions and file complicated 
returns also win big. 


Whenever a comprehensive tax bill 


is written amid the pressures of spe- 
cial interests, reformers and election 
year politics, there are winners and 
losers. 


The compromise bill, the first sig- 


nificant reshuffle of the Internal Rev- 
enue Code in seven years, is sched- 
uled for House action Thursday nnd 
could go to President Ford by next 
weekend. 


Almost everyone will win in one 


way: some $17.3 billion in current tax 
cuts are extended through 1D77. 


BUT TAX CUTS were only part of 


the bill. It contains more than 1,000 
pages of "reform" — or more accu- 
rately, "revision." These sections will 
produce hundreds of winners and los- 
ers at Income tax time in the next few 
years. 


Some winners are predictable. The 


elderly and tho very poor, congres- 
sional favorites, arc well represented. 
For the elderly, the retirement in- 
come credit is greatly liberalized and 
tha tax break for those over 65 who 
sell a home is expanded. 


For the poor with children, the 


earned Income credit, which can 
bring payment of up to $400, is contin- 


ued through 1977. 


Some losers also arc predictable. 


Major oil companies, which last year 
lost the oil depletion allowance, would 
see their foreign tax breaks tightened. 
Oil and gas tax shelters also would be 
curbed, although this may or may not 
directly affect the Industry. 


If one were to draw a portrait of the 


average taxpayer who would gain the 
most from tho bill, it would be a mod- 
erate income family with children, 
with both parents working, who take 
the standard deduction rather than 
itemize. 


SUCH A FAMILY for the first time 


would be allowed a tax break for child 
care expenses necessary to allow both 
parents to work, which under this bill 
could mean a tax saving of up to $800. 
Unlike some of those who itemize ex- 
penses, no tax breaks are taken away 
from them. 


Even if the family is broken by di- 


vorce the major breadwinner gets a 
break. Alimony deductions may be 
claimed even if the standard deduc- 
tion is claimed. 


Profitable railroads are the major 


Industrial beneficiaries of the new leg- 
islation. They get investment' credit 
nnd depreciation tax breaks. Individ- 
ual investors in anything can offset up 
to $.1,000 of their regular income with 
capital losses — a tripling of old lim- 
its. 


In general the big losers were the 


wealthy, although even they will gain 
a little from the investment credit 
changes and more from a lowering of 
estate taxes on inherited wealth. But 
curbs are placed on "tax shelters" in 
real estate, oil, gas, farming and oth- 
er industries. The minimum tax is in- 
creased.

Tears welcome return of hostages 


by DANN GIRE 


A, 4,000-mile transatlantic odysscy 


ended In tears and screams of joy for 
three Northwest suburban men Sun- 
day who were among 25 passengers 
returning to O'llnre Airport from a 
hijacked jet in Paris. 


Todd Bergman of Arlington Heights 


and George King of Hoffman Estates 
were greeted by family and friends 
who had anxiously walled more than 
an hour after the plane landed at 4:45 
p.m. (o welcome the men home. 


A third local man Identified as W. 


Rush of Dcs-PIalnes was not available 
for an Interview Sunday. 


The three had been among 92 pas- 


sengers and crewmen on a Chicago- 
bound TWA jet hijacked Friday night 
and commandeered to Paris Saturday 
by members of a Creation nationalist 
group. 


BERGMAN, 35, OF G28 S. Lincoln 


Ln., Arlington Heights, told reporters 
"the stay in Paris was a real night- 
marc" because "there was a lot of 
trouble In communications" between 
police and'thc passengers. 


Bergman, a financial analyst, ad- 


mitted that when the hijackers said 
they were going to blow up the Jet, "It 
wasn't my favorite thing."

"I had faith that they weren't going 


to do It (blow up the jet)," he said. 
"There were, however, moments of 
fear, or I should say, great apprehen- 
sion." 


Bergman, when asked If he was one 


of the passengers who reportedly vol- 
unteered to take the Creations' mes- 
sage back to the United States, said, 
"I don't have much sympathy for 
their cause." 


MRS. BERGMAN, WHO remained 


cool and calm while waiting with her 
three children for the jet to land at 
O'Harc, sold the family will quietly 
celebrate her husband's return. 


"It'll be a little champagne and a 


lot of love," she sold. "The kids have 
really helped 
over the weekend. 


They've kept me busy every minute." 


Nine-year-old Krlstcn Bergman said 


she "was really scared" when she 
heard news her father was on the hi- 
jacked jet. She prepared a vanilla 
cake Sunday morning for his return. 


Other children, Andrew, C, and Pe- 


ter, 3, remained quietly at their moth- 
er's side until they became excited as 
the moment for their father's arrival 


drew near. 


KING. 33, of 113 Ashland Ave., Hoff- 


man Estates, was greeted by his wife 
Suzanne, who was visibly upset re- 
straining tears while waiting for her 
husband to come into the terminal. 


King spoke briefly with reporters 


before leaving the airport, saying he 
was happy to be home. 


Mrs. King said, "The worst part of 


the whole thing was when a woman 
rom the state department told me 
how the plane they were on wasn't 
equipped to go overseas." 


"I asked her what their chances 


were. She said the chances of them 
making it overseas* were very slim," 
Mrs. King said. "All I thought about 
was that the plane was going to go 
over the ocean and crash." 


King, a salesman, called his family 


Saturday night from Paris shortly af- 
ter being freed by his captors. 


"He was laughing and having a 


drink. He said he couldn't wait to get 
back," Mrs. King said. "The worst 
part of the trip was when they said 
they were going to blow up the plane.

Hijackers return to iace charges 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Five terror- 


ists who hijacked a U S. jetliner 
across the Atlantic to publicize their 
demands for a free Croatia returned 
to the United States Sunday in hand- 
cuffs to face charges of air piracy and 
possibly murder. 


Some 40 FBI agents met the terror- 


ists — four Yugoslav men and an 
American wife of otic — and took 
them to FBI headquarters In Manhat- 
tan for questioning. None of the five 
spoke to reporters. 


The self-styled "Fiqhlers for Free 


Croatia" hijacked a TWA jetliner with 
32 persons aboard Friday. The New 
York-to-Chlcago plane was diverted to 
Montreal, then on the Gander, New- 
foundland, and Paris. 


J. WALLACE LaPradc, assistant di- 


rector of the FBI in charge of the 
New York office, said the five would 
be charged with air piracy, punish- 
able by a sentence of 20 years to life. 


Authorities also said the five, may 


face murder charges in the death of a 


New York police officer who was 
killed early Saturday while trying to 
disarm a bomb the terrorists left, 
with a 2,400-word list of demands, in a 
locker at New York's Grand Central 
Station. 


A second bomb was found by police 


at New York's Kennedy Airport while 
the five hijackers were en route there 
Sunday. 


The hijackers had said they had a 


second bomb in a "busy location" set 
to go off unless their demands were 
met. But before they surrendered in 
Paris they telephoned orders through 
a confederate to defuse it. 


"I am proud of everything we did," 


one of the hijackers declared on their 
departure from Paris. 


"Don't be surprised if there are oth- 


er attacks." the hijacker said. "We 
arc defending a just cause and here 
\vc are with handcuffs on."

Kathleen Perkins of Arlington 


Heights fell asleep on her couch Fri- 
day night expecting her husband to 
return shortly from New York City on 
an American Airlines flight. , 


In New York, James R. Perkins, 29, 


missed the American flight but was 
able to get on TWA Flight 355, a plane 
which was to be hijacked by members 
of an extremist group. 


"It's just not something you think 


happens anymore with all the security 


involved," Mrs. Perkins said Satur- 
day as she sat at O'Hare Airport for 
about four hours, nervously awaiting 
her husband's arrival. 


He was among 33 persons freed by 


the hijackers when the plane landed 
in Newfoundland Friday night, the 
lucky ones who were returned home 
Saturday. 


MRS. PERKINS, 106 S. Router Ave. 


was awakened at midnight Friday by 
a phone call from one of her hus- 
band's business associates, who said

"I really didn't think he'd be one of

She received the flrst word of the re- 
lease from her husband, who called 
early Saturday morning from New- 
foundland to say he was all right. 


"He said he asked them if they 


would release him so he could call me 
because he knew I'd be upset,'* Mrs. 
Perkins said. 


She rolled and unrolled the belt of 


her blue trenchcoat as she spoke, anx- 
ious to see her husband who was the 
first person off a special TWA flight 
that landed at O'Hare at 11:20 a.m. 
Saturday, bringing the released pas- 
sengers home. 


A large crowd of newspaper, tele- 


vision and radio reporters blocked the 
only stairway leading down to the 
area in the O'Hare terminal where 
her husband was to be released. 


"I'LL GO DOWN the up staircase," 


Mrs. Perkins said as she continued 
her wait. 


Finally her husband was released 


and she greeted him with tears in her 
eyes. 


"At the tune I was scared to 


death," Perkins said. Sitting in the 
plane's coach section, he was aware 
something was wrong when steward- 
esses closed the curtain between 
coach and first-class shortly after 
takeoff, Perkins said. 


Then the plane's captain, a tremor 


In Ms voice, announced, "We have a 
serious problem. We are being hi- 
jacked."

"Everybody kind of gulped 


stayed cool," Perkins said. 


The four hi-jackcrs he saw "were so 


polite it was ridiculous," Perkins 
said. 


One of the hijackers, a blonde wom- 


an, told the passengers all they want- 
ed "was recognition. That was all 
they were looking for," Perkins said. 


Perkins and the other passengers 


released promised they would see that 
leaflets outlining the position of the 
hijackers, members of the Croatian 
National Liberation Forces, were dis- 
tributed in Chicago. 


A TWA OFFICIAL distributed the 


leaflets as Perkins and other passen- 
gers were interviewed by FBI agents 
before being released. 


"TWA was fantastic through this 


whole thing," Perkins said. 


Perkins said he saw one hijacker 


holding a kettle-like object that he 
said was a bomb. Another said he had 
a gun, but Perkins said he didn't see 
it. 


A district manager for Shenley Im- 


ports, Perkins and his wife, a clerical 
supervisor with Montgomery Wards, 
moved to Arlington Heights in April, 
Mrs. Perkins said. 


Prior to the hijacking, the Perkins 


hadn't planned any activities for Sat- 
urday, Mrs. Perkins said. Perkins 
thought he would be* tired after his 
business trip to New York, which be- 
gan Tuesday, and he just "wanted to 
do nothing," she said.

for more than 30 hours were fake. The 
dynamite sticks that one of the men 
wore around his neck were filled with 
a plastic putty, French police said.

Matavic, 47; and Frane Pesut, 26. Po- 
lice said all the males were natives of 
Yugoslavia. Mrs. Busic was born in 
Portland, Ore. 


In Washington, President Ford Is- 


sued a statement, saying the hijack- 
ing is "renewed evidence of the ur- 
gent need for international action to 
cope with hijacking and terrorism." 


U.S. government sources said the 


hijackers may have been able to get 
their bombs aboard because , Mrs. 
Busic reportedly was a former TWA 
employe who could use her pass to 
take objects'aboard the plane without 
going through detection devices.

devices wouldn't have mattered. 


The passengers said the hijackers

Where and what is Croatia? 


The Croatian nationalist movement 


represents a faction of persons living 
in a crescent-shaped region of Yugo- 
slavia that stretches from Hungary to 
the Adriatic Sea. Its people have bat- 
tled for two centuries against outside 
domination, first by the Hungarians 
and today by the rest of the Commu- 
nist Yugoslav government of Marshal 
Tito, who is a Croatian. 


During World War II, the move- 


ment, known in their homeland as the 
Ustashi, ran Croatia as a puppet state,

publics — Including Croatia — after 
, the war, most of the Ustashi fled to 
Western countries. 


The Ustashi, or "Fighters for Free 


• Croatia," have claimed responsibility 


for at least two other Hijackings. 


On Jan. 26,1972J a Yugoslav airliner 


with 27 persons aboard was blown up 
In flight The lone survivor-was a 
stewardess who lived through a 31,000- 


foot fall into a snowbank. Croatlans 
seeking their region's Independence 
from Yugoslavia said they destroyed 
the plane. 


Then, Sept. 10, 1972, nine Croatlans 


hijacked a Scandinavian SAS DC6 on 
a flight from Goteberg, Sweden, to 
Stockholm, forced it to land in Malmo 
and demanded Sweden release seven 
Croatian prisoners, including two con- 
victed of the 1971 murder of Yugo- 
slavia's ambassador to Stockholm.

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Home repairs only 'cosmetic* 
Chicago firm named 
in HUD housing scandal

A south side Chicago contracting 


group bought scores of abandoned 
homos from tho federal government 
for avorago prices of less than $10,000, 
made cosmetic repairs and sold them 
for more than double, it was learned 
Sunday. 


Tho contractor, Conlcco, Inc., and 


other Chicago area speculators may 
have netted millions of dollars In 
profits from 19TI to May 1978 by buy- 
Ing tho boardcd-up homes from tho 
U.S. Dcpt. of Housing and Urban 
Deovelopmcnt. 


Persons now living in homes bought 


by Conlcco said they had to moko ma- 
jor repairs, such as replacing fur- 
naces, shortly after taking possession. 


The disclosure of Conteco's oper- 


ations was mndo by researchers for 
the Metropolitan Area Housing Al- 
liance and verified by United Press 
International. 


IT WAS THE latest in a scries of 


revelations to jolt tho Chicago area of- 
fice of HUD, which lost year began 
reforms to combat soaring foreclosure 
and abandonment rates on homes pur- 
chased under government-Insured 
mortgages. . 


Mario Bryan, A spokeswoman for 


MAHA's rehabilitation coalition, said 
tho problem Is national in scope, has 
cost taxpayers hundreds of millions of 
dollars and "is just about as bad as 
tho mortgage foreclosure scandal 
was." 


"It's tho taxpayer's burden, the tax- 


payer's despair," she said. 


She said many of the homcbuyers 


become, so strapped by the repair 
costs that the samo homes are aban- 
doned again. 


Tho latest scandal involves the sale 


of some 1,400 abandoned homes "as 
is" by HUD at auctions during the last 
2Vi years. 


MAIIA RESEARCHERS displayed 


HUD documents showing that officers 
or associates of Contecto, including 
company president Theodore Brack, 
purchased 101 homes from tho govern- 
ment during scaled bids auctions in 
1074 and 1075 — 68 of them within the 
Chicago city limits. They bought an- 
other 86 homes at live auctions last 
spring. 


County records on 40 of the homes 


purchased under the sealed bids auc- 
tions revealed that they sold for as 
low as $500 and an average of less 
than $10,000. 
• Conteco then cither made cosmetic 
repairs Itself or contracted 
other 


firms to do tho work before selling the 
homes for on average of more than 
$23,000, MAHA said. Of the 40 homes, 
no building permits were issued for 
rehabilitation work, and only 11 elec- 
trical permits were issued. 


One buyer, William Keye, 28, told 


UPI ho paid $22,500 for his houso un- 
der a mortgage insured by the Veter- 
ans Administration, but found his fur- 


nace "totally inoperable," that he 
would need a new roof, and that a . 
rotted hole in tho kitchen floor had 
been covered by an indoor-outdoor 
carpet "so It wouldn't be noticeable." 


CONTECO PAID $12,000 for the 


houso. 


Three other buyers had similar 


complaints. In one case, a house was 
purchased for $500 and later sold for 
about $19,000. 


The homes were sold through 


Lamplighter Realty, in which Brack 
and other Conteco officers have an in- 
terest. 


Brack told UPI no construction per- 


mits were obtained because "you 
don't need a construction permit to 
paint, repair roofing, repair rain gut- 
ters, replace broken windows.. .or to 
repair the basement floor." 


Mrs. Bryan said Brack's statement 


only confirms "what we accuse him 
of doing — cosmetic repairs." 


MAIIA has argued that HUD should 


hire contractors to repair the homes it- 
self and then sell them to buyers at 
market price. Such a program has 
been used by the HUD area,office in' 
Seattle to dispose of thousands of 
abandoned homes. Assistant Seattle 
area HUD1 director Dick Brink,said 
tho government spent between ':3,000 
and $10,000 on each home, but "came 
out ahead."

aim for a government foreign posting 
there's always the risk you will end up 
in a thoroughly disagreeable city or 
country. 


But there's a silver lining even to 


that cloud — a raise of as much as 25 
per cent, if it's a real dump and on 
tho dangerous side, plus rent, educa- 
tional, and high cost of living that go 
with postings to many spots. 


These allowances can add up to an 


Impressive figure. They are catalo- 
gued city by city and country by coun- 
try in a massive government manual 
known as tho Standardized Regu- 
lations. 


THE MANUAL is not restricted to 


government agencies. Private com- 
panies and corporations also use it to 
establish salaries and allowances for 
their employes.

Houses and apartments come high

THE COMMITTEE also will ask 


that $500 bo allotted from the vlllngo 
budget to help defray costs of produc- 
ing an antlvandalism slide show and 
leaching guide for use In elementary 
schools. 


Tho cost of the school program is 


estimated at $3,000. However, faculty 
members al Harper College, Palatine, 
and others In the community have 
agreed (o donate time, technical ex- 


pertise and advice, so only $500 is 
needed, Miller said. 


Miller said the proposals are aimed 


at increasing community awareness, 
especially In the schools, of the cost of 
the vandalism.

Mazzone fights arson staff 
shift

In the world of politics, idealism of- 


ten Is the Cinderella stepsister of real- 
ism. 


Gus Mazzono knows that. 
For five years as the state's chict 


nron Investigator, he absorbed the 
external political pressures put on his 
bureau while trying to carry out the 
work ho believed was needed to com- 
bat the grim specter of arson. 


Now he groped for the right word, 


something that could convey the com- 
mitment he feels to a Job suddenly 
snatched from him In a state reorga- 
nization shuffle. 


"WHAT'S THE word I'm looking 


for. It was not a 'Job.' I didn't have a 
•job." I had something to do, some- 
thing that was Important. I could see 
a problem, this cancer of arson grow- 
ing, and I wanted to do something 
about it." 


Since March 1971, Mazzonc. 60, had 


been the state's chief arson in- 
vestigator. In charge of an 11-mombcr 
bureau shaped under his guidance to 
probe and prosecute a crime that an- 
nually claims millions of dollars in 
property in Illinois and at least 22 
Ii\ci last year. 


But on Aug. 3, Mazzone was put on 


notice that his services no longer 
would be needed. State Fire Marshal 
Dobcrt G. Walsh and Harvey Johnson, 
director of the Illinois DcpL of Law 
Enforcement, signed the papers that 
said Mazzono's job was being elimi- 
nated as of Aug. 17. 


Mazzone was hired In 1971 by then- 


State Fire Marshal Robert May after 
a legislative act that year created the 
bureau as a branch of the stale Law 
Enforcement Dopt, The bureau was 
formed to handle arson investigations 
outside Chicago, which has Its own ar- 
son squad. 


MAZZO.N'E. A veteran investigator 


Mho since 1939 had worked as a spe- 
cial agent in the fraud and arson bu- 
reau of the American Insurance 
Assn., started with a bureau of three 
men that within five years grew to 11 
and attained a reputation as one of 
tlio leading bureaus in (lie nation In 
successful arson arrests and prose- 
cutions. 


During those years records show 


Mazzone earned "superior" job per- 
formance ratings from his superiors 
and meritorious awards from organi- 
zations such as the Southern Illinois 
Arson. Investigators Assn. Two years 
ago, ho helped found the Advisory 
Committee on Arson Prevention, nn 
organization of law enforcement, in- 
surance and fire officiate working to- 
gether to deal with the crime of ar- 
son. 


Walsh said the state was not dis- 


satisfied with Mazzono's work but be- 
came of a reorganization of the arson 
bureau eliminating tho chief's job, the 
chief investigator was released. 


UN AUG. 4, Walsh issued a memo 


announcing that the reorganization of 
the arson bureau would be completed 
with tho elimination of tho $18,300 
chief anon investigator's post and 
Unit of the chief's secretary. 


Tho bureau would be increased to 14 


Investigators who would report to ad- 
ministrator* In the stale fire mar- 
shal's offices in Chicago, Springfield 
and Marlon, Walsh said. 


Walsh could not be reached for 


comment this week. 


Mazzone believes the action came 


not to improve tho bureau but to pun- 
ish Mazzone for bucking attempts to 
hand out bureau jobs for political re- 
wards. 


He Is reluctant to talk in specifics, 


although he hints that some appoint- 
ments within the bureau were patron- 
age spoils. 


"I WILL SAY that I strongly be- 


Have that there are so many things 
going on in tho state fire marshal's 
office Hint It warrants a legislative in- 
vestigation," ho said. 


Mazzone has retained Palatine at- 


torney Steve Dclanty for the fight he 
Intend* to wage to win back his job. 
The first round came Thursday with a 
stato personnel hearing in the State of 
Illinois building In Chicago. 


A ruling by tho hearing officer and 


state Personnel Director Nolan B. 
Jones Is expected to be issued within 
15 working days.

Firefighters Assn., the Illinois Fire In- 
spectors Assn., the Illinois Assn. of 
Fire Protection Districts and the Illi- 
nois Fire Chiefs Assn., whose presi- 
dent is Rolling Meadows Fire Chief 
Thomas Fogarty. 


Tho groups adopted a resolution 


Aug. 11 urging Gov. Daniel Walker to 
direct Walsh and Johnson to reinstate 
the chief arson investigator's post. 


"We are concerned primarily about 


the removal of the position," Fogarty 
said. "I don't think we should inter- 
fore with the state tiro marshal on 
personnel. We felt the position should 
remain. Many small communities 
throughout the state rely on the arson 
bureau heavily. They really need It." 


Former State Fire Marshal Robert 


. May, now secretary of the Inter- 
national Asss. of Arson Investigators, 
Inc., said the removal of the state ar- 
son chief "will destroy the state arson 
bureau." 


Ralph Schafcr, president of the Ad- 


visory Committee on Arson Pre- 
vention, has appealed to the six legis- 
lators still in the General Assembly 
who sponsored the legislation creating 
the arson bureau, including 2nd Dis- 
trict State Rep. John Friedland, 
R-South Elgin. 


FRIEDLAND THIS week said he 


was "not aware of the reason" for the 
departmental change. "My concern 


would be that the functions of the bu- 
reau would not be impeded because 
figures as of a year ago indicated that 
the bureau had one of the best con- 
viction rates in the nation," Friedland 
said. 


"I am supportive of the arson bu- 


reau, and it was viewed at the time 
that it was enacted to be an aid espe- 
cially to the smaller departments," he 
said. "It would be a tragedy if be- 
cause of political reasons by the pre- 
sent administration the work of the 
arson bureau is impeded." 


Mazzone already has had job offers 


outside the state but he says he is 
willing to fight to win back his job 
because he believes the state's arson- 
fighting efforts will be crippled if the 
reorganization is unchallenged. 


"I know that there are about 74,000 


fires in Illinois every year and I also 
know from experience that about one- 
third of them are arson. 


"We had 1,023 cases last year and 


out of those about SO per cent were 
arson, and of those, we arrested about 
115 adults and apprehended about no 
juveniles. 


"We cleared about 150 cases'out of 


500. That's almost one out of three 
(compared to a national average of 
about one in every five cases.)" 


BUT HE ADMITS there Is more be- 


hind his fight. 


"You start something from birth 


and you want to nourish it until you 
say, 'Well, now it's big enough. I can 
leave it.' But not this way," he says, 


"What's happening in Springfield is 


they're not concerned with it. They're 
fiddling while the state is burning. 


"My family tells me 'You've been 


fighting them for so long, wait a little 


and see how things are after the elec- 
tions.' But for 60 years I've tried to do 
things right to the best of my ability. 
I'm not going to turn things around 
now. 


"The worst that could happen is 


that I would not be reinstated and if 
that happens, I'll just work on finish- 
ing my book (on arson investigation.) 
If I don't win," he shrugs, "I'll have 
the satisfaction of saying I tried."

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The water table's up a little—but Lake Michigan is no closer!! 


The ivay ive see it 
Lake water use poses problems 


The hottest days of summer 


arc behind us — with their bro- 
ken wells, sprinkling bans and 
generally inadequate supplies of 
water — and it is time for reflec- 
tion on the Northwest suburban 
water dilemma. 


As we have said before, an al- 


ternative source of water is 
needed to supplement the under- 
ground well system which con- 
tinues to be depleted with each 
summer's demand. That new 
source likely will be Lake Mich- 
igan. Seventy-four suburbs, in- 
cluding DCS Plaincs, already 
have contracts through the City 
of Chicago to obtain Lake Mich- 
igan water. 


Planning this major endeavor 


has been under way for years, 
but progress has been slow. 


WhJle we have observed this 


continuing saga, we have dis- 


cerned several promising as- 
pects in the quest for Lake Mich- 
igan water. 


We are encouraged that Chi- 


cago is required by a pre-1900 
state law that created the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District to sell 
water to the suburbs at a rate no 
greater than it charges users in 
the city. 


It is a fair funding approach 


which assures suburban users 
that they will not be penalized 
with extreme rates simply be- 
cause they do not live within the 
Chicago city limits. 


By observing the success of 


DCS Plaines as the first North- 
west suburb to obtain lake wa- 
ter, we know it is reasonably 
priced and of excellent quality. 
In fact, some claim, home- 
owners can discard their water 
softeners when the lake water is 


available — a significant saving 
for residents. 


However, 
many 
obstacles 


must be overcome before Lake 
Michigan water flows from the 
faucets of area residents. The 
primary problem is financing. 


One estimate now being re- 


vised is that it will cost $29 mil- 
lion to build a Northwest subur- 
ban supply pipeline from Chi- 
cago's main at O'Hare Inter- 
n a t i o n a l Airport to Roselle 
Road. That figure does not in- 
clude the cost of land, right-of- 
way or local water improve- 
ments. It appears that no feder- 
al or state money is available 
for the project. 


All of this means higher water 


bills for consumers, but how 
high they are will depend on 
whether the pipeline is paid 


back from water rates, whether 
water-saving plumbing fixtures 
are required in Northwest sub- 
urban communities and whether 
the communities can use their 
existing well water effectively in 
addition to the lake water. 


Before the end of this year, 


Lake Michigan allocations for 
our communities will be deter- 
mined by the Illinois Dcpt. of 
Transportation. But these allo- 
cations will be only through 1980, 
and after 1085, municipalities 
lave estimated their needs con- 
siderably higher than state esti- 
mates. 


As soon as the water alloca- 


tion is revealed, the suburbs 
must form a legal entity — a wa- 
ter authority — to deal with the 
financial ramifications and to 
continue the quest for the lifeline 
to Lake Michigan.

what the public has to say. Ad- 
ministrators are present at all 
meetings and if a question is 
raised that should be directed to 
them, they will be available. 


Disl. 211 is behind the times in 


modifying its agenda to allow 
public participation. Most ele- 
mentary school boards and some 
high school and community col- 
lege boards have a standing 
agenda item that gives the 
people an opportunity to voice 
t h e i r complaints, questions, 
compliments and concerns. 


We urge the Dist. 211 board to

It is time to look for a solution 


to ML Prospect Library problems 


An historian who someday will undertake to evaluate the present 


controversy the Mount Prospect new public library has been 
plunged into will be amazed at the amateurish handling of this 
important project. 


The controversy whether $3.5 million library Is more a luxury 


than a necessity to tho community was born after the 1975 village 
election, in which hhe Independent candidates who campaigned on 
a slogan "We will return the village government back to the 
people," overwhelmingly defeated the entire slate of the Village 
Party candidates, then the incumbents and architects of the new 
library. 


The strange drama began soon after the newly elected trustees 


were Installed. Their first act was a try to recall the bonds and 
thereby junk the library project. However, after a brief study they 
discovered that recalling of bonds would be very costly and almost 
impossible. So they voted to proceed with the construction of the 
new library as set up by the previous administration. It Is my 
opinion that the new administration by doing so committed itself 
to bear up all consequences that were to follow. 


Due to the increased cost of labor and materials, the estimated 


$3.2 millions to complete the project was not enough. Additional 
quarter of a million dollars was needed. The village board made 
up the shortage with the monies from the general revenue funds. 
This quite painfully weakened the village financially. 


The second act of this drama was the library board's presenta- 


tion of its budget to the village board. It exceeded a half million 
dollars, with some $160,000 designated for purchasing of new 
books. The board of trustees called this budget unrealistic; they 
trimmed it down drastically. The remains was incorporated Into 
the village budget, which in due course was approved by the vil- 
lage board, thus sealing the village coffers for fiscal 1976-77 year. 


The library board retaliated with a threat not to move to the 


new facility unless the budget cuts are restored. It contended that 
the new facility, being three times as large as the old one, could 
not under any circumstances be operated efficiently with the re- 
duced budget. It also ordered the librarian stop buying of new 
books, and in another move cut the services by closing the library 
on Saturdays. 


THE LAST MOVE irritated many library patrons, especially 


those who were able to avail of library services only on weekends. 


Mayor Robert Tolchert sided with the library board. He, too, 


pointed to the trustees that a larger facility needed a larger oper- 
ational budget. So he vetoed the village budget, perhaps thinking 
that this might inject some common sense into the situation and 
prompt the trustees to reconsider their stand and restore some 
monies to the library board budget. However, the trustees re- 
sponded negatively by overriding the mayor's veto. 


Meanwhile rumors began to buzz around that the new library 


building might be put to other uses or even sold if the library 
board did not move to the new facility. Some housewives bantered 
that it would be an ideal place for a food supermarket which was 
so badly needed in downtown Mount Prospect. Property'owners 
who had been saddled with a heavy new library tax for some 20 
years to come, began to wonder if their tax dollars would really go 
down the drain? The opinion of the residents has begun to crysta- 
lize that this dillydallying has gone far enough and that the two 
boards should come down to brass tacks and sincerely try to find 
ways to resolve this controversy. 


SUCH ACTIONS as petitions demanding the village board to 


restore the budget cuts and curtailing library services, and state- 
ments that "the library is a luxury" and not worth giving it anoth- 
er dollar, or that it is something "for a privileged group" are 
simply prolonging this controversy instead of abating it. 


Everybody knows that a library means books and more books 


every passing month of the year. Seemingly, this factor has been 
overlooked by tho planners. It is one of the mistakes which all 
together should serve as food for thinking, learning and profiting 
from. To quote Gladstone, "No man ever became great or good 
except through many and great mistakes." 


The Mount Prospect community is hoping that the next meeting 


of the parties concerned will pave a way to a satisfying solution of 
this controversy.

And you didn't send me any docu- 
ments that relate to the guarantee. 
Are there any? Have you read them? 
Do you understand them? 


The fact that you are, as you say, a 


novice is reason enough to be super 
cautious. It's on deals like this that 
the expert profits at the expense of a 
novice. I can make no comment on 
the deal without seeing the particu- 
lars, but in general any time you give 
money to someone, with the hope of 
getting it all back and then some, 
there is an element of risk. 


In the case of the bluest chips — 


federally insured savings accounts — 
the risk is virtually nil. At the other 
end of the spectrum is Snake Oil Sam, 
whose "guarantee" might read, "if 
you're ever dissatisfied, simply re- 
turn the unused portion of the Pripi- 
chik Ointment and I'll return the 
unused portion of your money."

kind of security or promise or guaran- 
tee — whether It's on an Investment, 
a product or a service — depends on 
two things:

Obviously, the value of 1 depends on 


2, and vice versa. A gilt-edged prom- 
ise can be worthless if the promisor 
can't, or won't, perform. Likewise, no 
matter how good 2 is, you can't ex- 
pect anything more of him than what 
he has said in 1. Small print and legal 
jargon can turn dreams into night- 
mares. 


Learning what a guarantee states 


can be simple enough. Read it thor- 
oughly, and if you have the slightest 
doubt about any of it check with your 
attorney. Better yet, check with him 
in any event, particularly when 
you're dealing with a strange prom- 
isc-spoutlng salesman. 


LEARNING THE strength of the 


guarantor might be tricky. A careful 
analysis of his financial and operating 
statements for the past few years is 
step No. 1. You might be able to get 
information on his reputation and busi- 
ness dealings though your local credit 
bureau. 


One good safety check can be con- 


ducted with the help of your banker. 
Propose to him: if you were to make 
the investment, how much would he 
be wiling to lend you with the in- 
vestment as collateral for the loan? 
His willingness to get involved, or 
lack of it, might serve as a good guide 
to your own actions.

or what his words mean, you really

that will form the basis of contracts 
for another 530,000 workers at General 
Motors Chrysler and American Mo- 
tors. 


SHOULD FORD be struck, the other 


three companies will continue to build 
cars. Ford was last the "target" in 
1067 and was closed for 66 days. 


Key issues separating the bargai- 


ners were wages, improved financing 
on a special fund that provides idled 
workers with up to 95 per cent of their 
regular take-home pay, some sort of 
financial relief for retirees and a union 
demand for more paid days off to 
create more work in the auto in- 
dustry. 


It is the last item that observers say 


will cause the greatest problem in set- 
tling a contract without a strike. The 
union is trying to establish the prin- 
ciple of creating time off the job that 
is not tied to holidays or vacation. The 
auto industry is resisting the proposal.

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New complexities sprout 
world consulting firms

NEW YORK (UPI) - The manage- 


ment consulting business has gone 
multinational. 


it's not just a matter of a successful 


firm establishing forgein branches. On 
the contrary, groups of consulting 
firms spanning the oceans have found 
It necessary to form permanent con- 
sortiums in order to deal with the ex- 
treme complexities and much more 
extensive services demanded of con- 
sultants by clients, usually govern- 
ments, In such regions as the Middle 
East. 


"In these areas, you can't just sell 


advice and blueprinted plans, you 
have to be able to deliver 'turnkey' 
projects." says Fred M. Schrlever, 
vice president of Reliance Group, 
Inc., New York. Reliance consists of 
Yankclovich, Skclly & White of New 
York, Inbucon of London, Werner As- 
sociates, Inc., of New York and Brus- 
sels, and Operations Research, Inc., 
Washington. 


A "turnkey" project is one in which 


the consultants follow it all the way 
through to completion, finally handing 
over the keys to the completed and 
operation-tested plant or complex to 
the client. The consultants must accept 
responsibility for cost control, engi- 
neering reliability and other such 
matters as well as the Industrial, fi- 
nancial and marketing studies on the 
feasibility of the project. 


RIGHT NOW. Reliance Group is ex- 


ecuting a turnkey job on a $100 mil- 
lion fertilizer complex In Saudi Arabia 
with another $30 million going Into 
roads, water, power and other sup- 
porting services. 


The Reliance Group and similar 


firms receive numerous requests from 
the developing firms to help them 
create new Industries. Schrievcr said, 
for Instance, as a result of the work of 
multinational consulting groups, fish 
farming soon will become an Impor- 
tant industry in the Middle East. 
Large scientific agricultural business 
projects will receive high priority In 
many countries, he said, with the 
multinational consulting firms making 
big contributions or even taking full 
responsibility for them. 


Edward J. Rand, a vice president of 


ORU Group, Inc., a New York sub- 
sidiary of Werner Associates, in an 
article for the Conference Board 
Record, explained some of the in- 
tricacies of doing businsss in the 
Middle East where failure to under- 
stand and cope with the different 
lifestyles and enormous economic and 
technical gaps can be extremely cost- 
ly. 


For example, he said, in some parts 


of the Middle East when the local ru- 
ler goes away, the border is closed by 
the police without notice and with no 
concern for how that can interrupt a 
construction project for days. Even 
under normal circumstances moving 
essential personnel in and out of 
some countries can be time con- 
suming, expensive and even perilous. 


.FAILURE TO know all the details 


about harbor depths, availability of 
docks and lighterage vessels can 
cause materials delivery delays that 
run costs up by $1 million a month on 
a substantial project. Waiting time to 
unload a ship may stretch to 45 days. 


Seventy-five per cent of all skilled 


labor must be imported, and the mul- 
tinational consulting firms must know 


where such labor can be found most 
quickly. The productivity of local la- 
bor is improving but still is two-thirds 
or less than that of American or Eu- 
ropean workers as a rule. 


, And protracted negotiation is way 
of life in most of the developing 
lands; you never are quoted the same 
price two days in a row even for an 
identical taxi trip.

Forum Sept. 23 to cite 
exports' impact on jobs 


The impact of U.S. exports on 


American jobs will be discussed at a 
public forum Sept. 23 in Chicago. 


Sponsored by tho U.S. Dcpt. of Com- 


merce, the forum will be an all-day 
session at tho Palmer House Hotel. 
Manufacturers, trade groups, labor 
organizations, state and local govern- 
ment officials, consumer 
groups, 


bankers and business educators are 
invited to testify. 


"During the past year, considerable 


public attention has been focused on 
the effect of exports on domestic 
employment," said Gerald M. Marks, 
Chicago office director. 


"Based on available data, It Is esti- 


mated that our export-related in- 
dustries in the manufacturing and ag- 
ricultural sectors support about 3.5 
million Jobs and that an additional 
three to 3.S million jobs are linked In- 
directly to exports. In the state of Illi- 
nois, Is Is estimated that a little over 
300,000 jobs are directly attributable 
to exporting, with the indirect impact 
accounting for an added similar num- 
ber," he said. 


"DESPITE THESE favorable In- 


dications, a number of labor organiza- 
tions have questioned the effects of 
exports on cmployomcnt, suggesting, 
for example, that exports of capital 
goods, technology and raw materials 
may Increase tho productive strength 
of foreign countries and enable them 
to compete more effectively against 
U.S. firms," Marks said. 


"The Dept. of Commerce hearings, 


which arc also being held in Houston 
and Kansas City, arc aimed at ex- 
ploring all facets of the relationship 
between exports and jobs and will en- 
able business and labor to make 
known their views and recommenda- 
tions on tho subject," ho said. 


It Is expected that Commerce Sec. 


Elliot Richardson will preside at 


the Chicago session.

These unlincd garments should be 


made with raglan sleeves or drop 
shoulders — which will give you more 
room. 


There is nothing wrong in adding a 


lightweight lining to the sleeves only. 
I must agree with you, I don't like the 
feeling of an unlined sleeve either. 
Simply cut the lining the same as the 
sleeve and slip stitch it over the 
sleeve scam of the coat. 


Dear Readers: 
Since this is certainly the year for 


layering, why not include my famous 
"Flip-Cape" In your wardrobe. It 
takes one and one-half yards of fabric 
and can be made 'in a matter of 
hours.

Dear Eunice Farmer, 
I have a short, dumpy figure with 


' narrow shoulders and wide hips. 
There arc so many of us "pear- 
shaped" women who don't know 
whether to buy a pattern to fit our 
tops or bottoms. Please help. — Mrs. 
L.G.B. 


Dear Mrs. L.G. B., 
I have always suggested that you 


purchase a pattern to fit the upper 
part of your body, mainly the bus- 
tline. If the shoulder Is still too wide, 
you may have to take a small fold In 
the pattern at the shoulder before cut- 
ting. Once you have worked this fit- 


ting problem out, you should auto- 
matically make the same adjustment 
on all your patterns. 


If you are short, you must always 


check the length of the pattern 
from the shoulder to the waist. If you 
don't you will find there isn't enough 
room for your hips at tho correct 
place. 


It Is a simple matter to allow extra 


room at the hips, but it must be done 
gradually from the underarm seam. 
Check your actual measurements with 
the measurement given in tho pattern 
envelope for the hips. Never measure 
your pattern and compare the two, or 
you won't have tho proper ease which 
is over and above the actual measure- 
ments. 


If you need two extra inches, for 


example, you will divide this by four, 
since there arc four scams where this 
can be added. Begin with nothing at 
the underarm and gradually make 
your seam deeper until you have an 
extra one-half inch at each side of the 
hip area and continue this half-inch 
all the way to the hem. 


Remember, if you. need extra 


width for dresses, you need the same 
for blouses,' jackets, shirts, etc. This 
is one of the simplest pattern changes 
that con be made, so don't fight it, 
Justdoltl 


Dear Eunice Farmer, 
I have had disastrous results with 


dry cleaners when it comes to but- 
tons. I must admit, however, that it Is 
usually the clothes that are pur- 
chased, instead of the ones I make, 
where the buttons simply fall apart 
when the garment is cleaned. I know 
that you will probably tell me to re- 
move the buttons, but it's just too 
big a job. Any suggestions wll be ap- 
preciated.

Buttons used on most ready-mada 


garments are not the same quality 
you find when you are making your 
own clothes and many of them cannot 
tolerate the cleaning fluid used by dry 
cleaners. 


I'll admit, taking buttons on and off 


is a horrendous job. My dry cleaner 
solved the button problem for me. 
Take a small square of foil (tho type 
you use in the kitchen) and wrap it 
closely around each button, be sure to 
squeeze it very tight. It will stay on 
while the garment is being washed or 
dry cleaned. So far, I have had beau- 
tiful results. Try it, I'm sure it will 
work for all of you.

Body short on white 
cells in leukopenia 


Two doctors tell me I hare leukopenia but haven't done anything 


for me. I'm allergic to drugs. I couldn't find much on leukopenia 
In my medical books. Could you tell me what causes leukopenia? 
What, If anything, can be done for It? What kind of diet should I 
follow? Can It be cured? 


In general there are red cells and white cells In your blood- 


stream. The white cells are called leukocytes. The decrease of 
white cells in leukopenia Is usually of the cells that increase In 
number when you have an infection. These are neutrophils so you 
probably have ncutropcnla, the main form of leukopenia. 


The neutrophils are also called granulocytcs. You may have 


heard the term ogranulocytosls which means neutropenia, but the 
term is usually reserved for more severe forms. 


Tho granulocytcs are manufactured hi the bone marrow, then 


released Into your bloodstream. You may be surprised to learn 
that the average white cell doesn't stay In your bloodstream very 
long. In a short time It migrates out of the circulation into your 
body tissues. There are 20 times as many granulocytes In your 
tissues as there are in your circulation. 


You also have a reservoir of white cells in your bone marrow. 


You have IS to 20 times as many mature white cells In your bone 
marrow waiting to bo released if your body needs them. If a 
person develops acuto appendicitis, these cells are released sud- 
denly to combat infection and the white count goes up rapidly. 
Measuring the white cells In your bloodstream Is only an Index of 
how many neutrophils your body may be producing. 


Your doctors are probably not doing any more because you are 


probably one of those people who have a decrease that is not suf- 
ficient to be important from • health point of view. A small de- 
crease in cells doesn't seem to make any difference. When the 
count is well below half, tho usual value seen, the person may be 
more prone to Infections. 


THE WHITE CELLS arc used to fight off infection. If your count 


Is very low, then you will need to take precautions against devel- 
oping on infection. That will include avoiding crowds, being care- 
ful to not injure yourself and even greater care of your skin to 
avoid pimples and tho like. A pimple in a person with poor de- 
fenses against infection can be dangerous. I doubt this is your 
problem. 


Tho cause of tho mild cases is unknown. It is sometimes a 


familial characteristic. Severe forms can bo caused by inadequate 
bone marrow production from actions of drugs, chemical solvents, 
Insecticides and a host of factors. One aspect of treatment In these 
cases Is elimination of the offending drug if possible. 


Many drug or chemical induced episodes ore cured spontaneous- 


ly when tho offending agent is removed. I would think that you 
probably don't need anything special except to be checked regu- 
larly and, if need be, to take added precautions against infection 
or to get treatment at once with any sign of an infection.

First piano built 300 years ago

Keyboard Instruments dale clear 


back to ancient times. The Romans, 
for example, played a simple typo of 
organ called a hydraulus. Tlio piano, 
however. Is a relative newcomer to 
the keyboard family, tracing its al- 
most 300-year history mainly to the 
harpsichord and clavichord. 


These two instumcnts were very 


popular during the Middle Ages. The 
clavichord was the earliest stringed 
keyboard instrument. It has from 20 
to no strings of about the same length, 
stretched over an oblong board. The 
harpsichord also has strings, but they 
arc of unequal length and stretched 
on a triangular or rectangular frame. 
As Improvements were made, harpsi- 
chord keyboards were enlarged to 61 
keys, and other sets of strings ucre 
added to give more richness and clar- 
ity to tho sound. 


MARK TRAIL 


Bnrtolommco CrLstofori was a har- 


psichord maker who lived in Flor- 
ence, Italy. Around 1709 he designed a 
now instrument which he called a "pi- 
anoforte," from the Italian words "pi- 
ano" meaning soft and "forte" mean- 
ing loud. 


Cristofori's idea was to combine the 


loud and brilliant tone of the harpsi- 
chord, produced by plucking the 
strings with quills, with the soft and 
delicate sound of the clavichord, 
whose strings arc stroked by tan- 
gents. To keep these qualities in his 
pianoforte, he used hammers that 
struck against the strings. Pressure 
exerted on the keys by the pianist de- 
termined loudness and softness. 


Cristofori's first pianoforte was- 


completed in 1720, and today visitors 
of the Metropolitan Museum of Art in 
New York can view its beauty and in- 
genious design. From 1720 on, interest 
in the piano gained increasing mo- 
mentum. Many European designers 
built their own versions, many of 
which introduced various improve- 
ments and modifications. 


There arc many shapes and sizes of 


pianos. The concert grand, like Cristo- 
fori's pianoforte, is whig-shaped and 
about 9 feet long. Much smaller mod- 
el.;, called baby grands, are from 4Vi 
to more than 5 feet long. Upright pi- 
anos, consoles and the modern spinet 
arc popular in many homes where 
space is limited.

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Vaccine lags as flu inoculation system gears up 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - Jet In- 


Jcctor guns that can Immunize 800 
persons an hour are being distributed 
to stale and local health departments, 
and tho Red Cross is lining up com- 
munity volunteers to help with swino 
flu shots this fall. 


But vaccine production lias fallen 


nearly 75 per cent short of what the 
government expected. The first doses 
probably will not bo delivered until 
early October, and tho program is 
more than two months behind sched- 
ule. 


A House health subcommittee has 


scheduled hearings Monday to find • 
out why. 


Government failure to sign con- 


tracts yet with four vaccine manufac- 
turers is one question particularly 
nagging the subcommittee, which 
wrote legislation to rescue President 
Ford's program from insurance prob- 
lems. No contracts, no vaccine. 


Administration officials hope to tes- 


tify that agreements have been 
reached with vaccine makers, al- 
though contracts have not been 
signed. 


Insurance continues to be a snag, 


despite the legislation, a U. S. Public 
Health Service spokesman said. Vac- 
cine companies are negotiating for 
more protection against negligence 


claims the law provides. 


Another snag is the requirement 


swine flu vaccine be produced without 
profit to manufacturers. "Our audi- 
tors are working with the com- 
panies," the spokesman said. "It's a 
nightmare sorting the costs out." 


The program was to have begun in 


July and August with immunization of 
old and chronically ill persons, follow- 
ed by September flu shots for other 
adults. 


An announcement is expected this 


week approving immunizations for 
children with chronic diseases like as- 
thma or cystic fibrosis whose lives 
might be threatened by flu. But it will 


be at least mid-October before a 
decision is made whether to include 
other children, national project direc- 
tor W. Delano Meriwether says. 


Swine flu shots are recommended 


for all adults 18 and jolder. 


Taxpayers are putting up $135 mil- 


lion for the federal share of program 
costs, and most will be able to get the 
shots free at clinics or other commu- 
nity sites. 


Some doctors grumble about not 


having the same insurance protection 
manufacturers have. But an Ameri- 
can Medical Association spokesman 
said, "We've seen no massive resis- 
tance. The physicians are ready to 
go." 


There are other signs the system 


.for mass Immunizations is ready, 
even if the vaccine isn't. 


About 2,900 jet injector guns being 


provided to states can vaccinate up to 
800 people an hour, compared with GO 
by needle. 


The Red Cross signed agreements 


with the government to organize com- 
munity volunteers for transportation, 
registration, child care and other clin- 
ic duties. 


Experts say it takes two to three 


weeks to build up immunity to the 
swine flu virus which appeared among 
military recruits at Ft. Dix, N. J., last 
winter, claiming one life and appear- 


ing similar to the cause of the 1918-19 
killer of 10 million persons worldwide. 


Assistant HEW Secretary Theodore 


Cooper said a swine flu epidemic this 
winter could be as bad, or much 
worse, than the 1968-59 Hong Kong flu. 


In a U. S. News and World Report 


interview, he said the Hong Kong-B 
virus flu attack caused 33,000 deaths 
and about $3.8 billion in economic 
losses. "My guess Is, if there is a ma- 
jor spread of swine flu this winter, tho 
death toll and economic cost to the 
nation would be as great or greater 
than experienced in 1968-69," he said, 
but authorities "have no reason to 
think" it would approach proportions 
of the 1918-19 epidemic.

Tse-tung Sunday in a seemingly end- 
less line of mourners, some weeping 
and crying out in grief. 


Dressed in a gray tunic of the style 


which became famous around the 
world, Mao's body lay on a three-foot- 
high white bier in the Great Hall of 
the People. 


A family wreath of sunflowers, 


sheaves of wheat, cars of corn and 
yellow flowers stood near the body. 
The wreath bore the Chinese in- 
scription: "Deeply Mourn the Es- 
teemed Great Teacher, Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung" and was signed, "Your 
Student and Comrnde-in-Arms, Chiang 
Ching and Mao An-chlng, Li Min, Li 
Na, Mao Yuan-chin and Mao Yuan- 
hsln."

Environmentalists, steel 
chiefs on verge of accord 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) - The United 


States Steel Corp. and environmental 
agencies, after a bitter, drawn-out dis- 
pute over air pollution, are on the 
verge of making on agreement this 
week that could set a trend for future 
government quality-of-llfe controls im- 
posed on the industry. 


The pact could also, depending on 


whom you talk to, affect the price of 
consumer goods manufactured with 
steel, decide whether some steel 
workers will lose their jobs, or greatly 
improve the quality of air around 
steel plants. 


Everyone involved — U.S. Steel, the 


Allegeheny County Air Pollution Con- 
trol Bureau and the Pennsylvania De- 
partment of Environmental Resources 
— agrees the air around huge steel 
plants should be as clean as possible. 


But what's possible, and what's rea- 


listic? 


Steel executives flinch when they 


think of the high cost of anti-pollution 
equipment; U.S. Steel, the nation*! 
largest producer spent $114 million 
last year. 


"The problem is in attaining the 


last 10 per cent of the standard-per- 
fection, in other words," a steel com- 
pany executive explained. "The last 
10 per cent of cleanup can cost as 
much as the first 90 per cent, even 
where technology exists and Is prov- 
en." 


But environmentalists say steel 


firms must do anything necessary, at 
any cost, to cut back pollution they say 
is harmful to "health and general wel- 
fare." 


The stage was set for the current 


controversy when the two environ- 
menal agencies filed a $3 million law 
suit against U.S. Steel citing 241 viola- 
tions of a 1972 court consent decree 
covering emissions at its Clairton 
Coke Works, the world's biggest. 


Coke-making is the dirtiest part of 


steel-making today, partly because 
the emissions in the process are given 
out at ground level and are not put 
through a stack where they could be 
cleansed. 


When it comes, the U.S. Steel agree- 


ment would be an out-of-court modi- 


U.S. experts to help 
examine secret MIG25 


TOKYO: (UPI) - Japan will ask 


American military experts to help dis- 
montel and examine a Soviet MIG25 
fighter plane flown here by a defect- 
ing Russian pilot a week go, defense 
administrator Mlchla Sakata said 
Sunday. 


Sakata, director-general of the de- 


fense agency, told reporters It would 
be difficult for Japanese experts alone 
to make a thorough study of the 
plane, one of the world's most ad- 
vanced aircraft. 


T e c h n i c a l assistance from the 


United States was necessary to dis- 
mantle the MIG 25 and examine secret 
equipment on board, Sakata said. 


Defense agency officials 
added, 


however, that U.S. help would be 
sought on an "unofficial basis" to 
avoid further straining relations be- 
tween Japan and the Soviet Union. 


The plane, regarded by Western 


military experts as an Intelligence 
windfall, was flown to Japan last 
Monday by Soviet Air Force U. Vik- 
tor Belenko. Belenko, 29, who said he 
wanted to defect to the United States, 


was flown to California last Thursday 
after the U.S. government granted 
him asylum. 


The Soviets, highly embarrassed at 


the Incident, have strongly protested 
Japan's refusal to return the MIG25. 


The high-flying fighter known by the 


NATO code name of Foxbat — was 
described in 1973 by then U.S. Secre- 
tary of the Air Force Robert Seamans 
as "probably the best interceptor in 
production In the world today." 


Government officials said Japan 


has denied requests from embassies 
of other Western countries for per- 
mission to take part in the inspection 
of the plane. 


The MIG25 has been kept under 


strict guard since it landed at a com- 
mercial airport in Hakodate on the 
northern Japanese main island of 
Hokkaido. 


The defense agency took custody of 


the plane from the public prosecutor's 
office in Hakodate Saturday. Officials 
said the aircraft would be taken to 
one of Japan's air defense force bases 
for dismantling and close exam- 
ination. 


Senate to view revenue sharing 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 


will consider Monday whether to give 
state and local governments a flat 
promise of $42 billion in federal reve- 
nue sharing funds over nearly six 
years. 


The revenue sharing program ex- 


pires at the end of this year. Under it, 
states and localities received $26 bil- 
lion in federal tax money since 1972 to 
use as they want. 


The Senate will consider a bill to 


extend the program through Septem- 
ber of 1982, providing $6.9 billion the 
first year, with $150 million added 


each year for inflation. As in the past, 
the money would not be subject to an- 
nual appropriations by Congress. 


The house passed a bill pledging $25 


billion over 3% years, compared to the 
$42 billion and 5% years the Senate is 
considering. 


State and. local governments say 


they need money committed in ad- 
vance to plan how to use it. 


Congress has three weeks to finish a 


sizable amount of work If it is to meet 
its target to adjourn for the year Oct. 
2. Indications 'are it will stick to the 
target.

The Clairton case is only one front 


in an ongoing war between environ- 
mental agencies, including the Envi- 
r o n m e n t a l Protection Agency in 
Washington, and steel firms. The EPA 
says as of January 1976, that "few If 
any" steel companies are in total 
compliance with state pollution laws 
and most are in negotiations toward 
compliance. 


The Clairton case highlights the 


confrontation between the steel in- 
dustry and environmental agencies. 
Steel chiefs have called the regulators 
"nuts" — "zealots" is also a favorite 
adjective — and regulators say steel 
executives have a "record of environ- 
mental recalcitrance which is second 
to none." 


Steel firms have been waiting for an 


outcome, agree it will affect them, 
and at least one company may close 
its coking operations and put men out 
of work if the agreement is harshly 
unfavorable. 


"We may have to purchase coke 


from foreign sources if it becomes 
technologically and economically im- 
possible to comply with the regulations 
of the EPA," said a steel executive 
who requested anonymity. "It could 
cost jobs. "I know other steel com- 
panies arc gong to have to do it." 


Some observers believe this could 


be a scare tactic, as they charged 
when U.S. Steel took out full-page 
newspaper ads in Pittsburgh recently 
to indicate it may not expand its local 
operations because of the stiff pollu- 
tion laws. 


A study commissioned by the EPA 


estimates that by 1983, considering 
anti-pollution regulations either pro- 
posed or promulgated, steel prices 
will rise, not including inflation, $16.75 
per ton. In 1975, the year in which the 
study is based, steel cost about $250 
per ton. 


"The "U.S. Steel case will definitely 


have an effect on future pollution 
cases since many states have the 
same law as Pennsylvania," said an 
EPA spokesman.

And they're deserving of a winner. 
We can't promise anything but to try 
us hard as wo can." 


The Bears had already delivered on 


one count, upsetting the slightly-fa- 
vored, divisional-rival Lions In (pick 
one) a classic defensive struggle or a 
boring, unimaginative yawncr. 


"We came up with the big play 


when we had to," head coach Jack 
Pardco said. "The long pass and our 
defense, especially in the last two min- 
utes, were both things wo had to have.

Residents 
to pay for 
sidewalks 


DCS Plaines is requiring about 100 


property owners each to pay a share 
of an estimated $106,000 in sidewalk 
installation costs. 


Marilyn Trost, deputy city clerk, 


said the city mailed notices to the 
property owners informing them of 
the city council's decision to require 
installation of the sidewalks. 


The sidewalk work, recommended 


by the city council's streets and traf- 
fic committee, will be required In nine 
residential areas scattered throughout 
the city. 


CITY ATTY. Charles Hug said a 


state law allows municipalities to pass 
ordinances requiring the installation of 
sidewalks. 


"It's called a short-form special as- 


sessment and can only be used, for 
sidewalks," he said. "It does not re- 
quire the special assessment proce- 
dure of a public hearing and court ap- 
proval." 


Hug said the property owners will 


have 30 days from the date the notices 
were moiled to either install the side- 
walks or sign a contract to have the 
work done. If the property owners do 
not act, ho said, the city will have the 
work dono and assess the property 
owners. 


Ellis Perl, assistant city engineer, 


said many of the sidewalks to be in- 
stalled are adjacent to schools and 
parks and were requested by resi- 
dents for safety reasons. 


"THESE AllE areas where there 


are no sidewalks and the city feels 
residents and children should nave a 
safe path on which to walk," he said. 
"They shouldn't have to walk on tho 
street or ground." 


The sidewalk program, however, 


docs not cover all areas in the city 
without sidewalks. 


Sidewalks have been ordered in- 


stalled at the following locations: 
south side of Touhy Avenue between 
Mannheim Road and Rusty Drive; 
east side of Elmhurst Road between 
Millers and Dulles roads; Ml Walter 
Avc.; and the west side of Birch 
Street adjacent to Maple School. 


Other areas where sidewalks have 


been ordered are: 035 and MO Oak- 
wood Avo.; north side of Algonquin 
Road between Seymour Avenue and 
the Colonial Shopping Center; north 
side of Rand Road between Wolf Road 
and Fifth Avenue; and the north and 
south sides of Ookton Street between 
Prospect Road and Webster Lane.

Hijackers return to face charges 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Five terror- 


ists who hijacked a U.S. jetliner 
across the Atlantic to publicize their 
demands for a free Croatia returned 
to the United States Sunday in hand- 
cuffs to face charges of air piracy and 
possibly murder. 


Some 40 FBI agents met the terror- 


ists — four Yugoslav men and an 
American wife of one — and took 
them to FBI headquarters in Manhat- 
tan for questioning. None of the five 
spoke to reporters. 


The self-styled "Fighters for Free 


Croatia" hijacked a TWA jetliner with 
92 persons aboard Friday. The New 
York-tc-Chicago plane was diverted to 
Montreal, then on the Gander, New- 
foundland, and Paris. 


J. WALLACE LaPrade, assistant di- 


rector of the FBI in charge of the 
New York office, said the five would 
be charged with air piracy, punish- 
able by a sentence of 20 years to life. 


Authorities also said the five may 


face murder charges in the death of a 


New York police officer who was 
killed early Saturday while trying to 
disarm a bomb the terrorists left, 
with a 2,400-word list of demands, in a 
locker at New York's Grand Central 
Station. 


A second bomb was found by police 


at New York's Kennedy Airport while 
the five hijackers were en route there 
Sunday. 


The hijackers had said they had a

But before they surrendered in 
Paris they telephoned orders through 
a confederate to defuse it.

the five hijackers were en route there 
Sunday. 


The hijackers had said they had a 


second bomb in a "busy location" set 
to go off unless their demands were 
met. But before they surrendered in 
Paris they telephoned orders through 
a confederate to defuse it. 


"I am proud of everything we did," 


one of the hijackers declared on their 
departure from Paris. 


"Don't be surprised if there are oth- 


er attacks," the hijacker said. "We 
are defending a just cause and here 
we are with handcuffs on."

Barbie celebrates her 18th birthday 


this year as a landmark for the toy 
industry and a boon to the Gross Na- 
tional Product. 


And quite a boon she Is. More than 


86 million Barbie dolls have been sold 
around the world — an estimated 6 
million retail each year, according to 
Mattel Co., her manufacturer and 
promoter. 


BARBIE OUTFITS, designed at a 


rate of 36 new ones each year, annual- 
ly sell at the 20 million level. 


But not everyone loves Barbie the 


way little girls and industry accoun- 
tants do. 


Barbie emphasizes the role of con- 


sumer to little girls, says Barbara 
Lund, an instructor of women's 
courses at Harper College, Palatine. 


"She helps channel them Into the

all occasions. So they think they need 
to go out and buy a lot of clothes." 


CLOTHES AREN'T the only crav- 


ings Barbie encourages, griped Ms. 
Lund, mother of an 8-year-old girl 
who occasionally plays with Barbie- 
inspired adult figure dolls. "I think 
she primes the woman to an emphasis 
cosmetics and artificially changing 
of the body." 


Says Dr. Ostrowsky, "If you don't 


happen to have a 38D bust, you're out 
of it, a failure as a woman, according 
to IheJmage. I see a lot of feelings of 
inadequacy and inferiority'In young 
women. In this respect Barbie hurts a 
tot of people." 


But Mattel says Barbie's image has

A $48 million budget for the 1976-77 


school year will be discussed at a pub- 
lic hearing by the High School Dist. 
214 Board of Education at 8 p.m. to- 
day at the administration center, 799 
W. Kensington Rd., Mount Prospect. 


The budget calls for a 6.63 per cent 


increase In expenditures from last 
year's $45 million budget. 


The board will be presented with 


updated revenue figures that will 
show a $300,000 drop in revenue from 
the tentative budget's projection of 
$45 million. . 


Robert1 Weber, associate superin- 


tendent for business services, said, 
"There's a rather significant drop in 
revenue because of the interpretation 
of the state aid formula." 


He said the new state funding .fig- 


ures show Dist. 214 receiving about 
$400,000 less in general state aid, but 
about $100,000 more for special educa- 
tion funding than originally projected. 


THE EXPENDITURE figures are 


not' expected to change appreciably 
from the tentative budget, although 
some "minor adjustments" will be 
made before tho board votes on the 
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budget at the Sept. 27 meeting, he 
said. 


The tentative budget calls for an 8.8 


per cent increase in the education 
fund from $31.9 million last year to 
$34.8 million this year. 


The building fund is set for $6.4 mil- 


lion in expenditures and the trans- 
portation fund shows a 19.5 per cent 
increase in expenditures from $1.7 
million to $2 million. 


Other funds include the bond and 


interest fund at $3.9 million, retire- 
ment fund at $921,672 and the site and 
construction fund at $125,000.

and zoning consultant, told the plan 
commission that the six-flats would be 
"a good transition" from the com- 
mercial area at the corner of Elm- 
hurst Road and Hintz road.

3 area residents on flight from Paris 
Tears welcome return of hostages 


by DANN G1RE 


A 4,000-mile transatlantic odyssey 


ended In tears and screams of joy for 
three Northwest suburban men Sun- 
day who were among 25 passengers 
returning to O'Hare Airport from a 
hijacked jet In Paris. 


Todd Bergman of Arlington Heights 


and George King of Hoffman Estates 
were greeted by family and friends 
who had anxiously waited more than 
an hour after the plane landed at 4:45 
p.m. to welcome the men home. 


A third local man identified as W. 


Rush of Des Plaines was not available 
for an interview Sunday. 


Tho three had been among 92 pas- 


sengers and crewmen on a Chicago- 
bound TWA jet hijacked Friday night 
and commandeered to Paris Saturday 
by members of a Creation nationalist 
group. 


BERGMAN, 35, OF 628 S. Lincoln 


Ln., Arlington Heights, told reporters 
"the stay in Paris was a real night- 
marc" because "there was a lot of 
trouble in communications" between 
police and the passengers. 


Bergman, a financial analyst, ad- 


mitted that when the hijackers said 
they were going to blow up the jet, "it 
wasn't my favorite thing."

"I had faith that they weren't going 


to do it (blow up the jet)," he said. 
"There were, however, moments of 
fear, or I should say, great apprehen- 
sion." 


• Bergman, wiicn asked if he was one 
of the passengers who reportedly .vol- 
unteered to take the Croatians* mes- 
sage back to the United States, said, 
"I don't have much sympathy for 
their cause." 


MRS. BERGMAN, WHO remained 


cool and calm while waiting with her 
three children for the jet to land at 
O'Hare, said the family will quietly 
celebrate her husband's return. 


"It'll be a little champagne and a 


lot of love," she said. "The kids have 
really helped over the weekend. 
They've kept me busy every minute." 


Nine-year-old Kristcn Bergman said 


she "was really scared" when she 
heard news her father was on the hi- 
jacked jet. She prepared a vanilla 
cake Sunday morning for his return. 


Other children, Andrew, 6, and Pe- 


ter, 3, remained quietly at their moth- 
er's side until they became excited as 
the moment for their father's arrival 


drew near. 


KING, 33, of 113 Ashland Ave., Hoff- 


man Estates, was greeted by his wife 
Suzanne, who was visibly upset re- 
straining tears while waiting for her 
husband to come into the terminal. 


King spoke briefly with reporters 


'before leaving the airport, saying he 
was happy to be home. 


Mrs. King said, "The worst part of 


the whole thing was when a woman 
rom the state department told me 
how the plane they were on wasn't 
equipped to go overseas." 


"I asked her what their chances 


were. She said the chances of them 
making it overseas were very slim," 
Mrs. King said. "All I thought about 
was that the plane was going to go 
over the ocean and crash." 


King, a salesman, called his family 


Saturday night from Paris shortly af- 
ter being freed by his captors. 


"He was laughing and having a 


drink. He said he couldn't wait to get 
back," Mrs. King said. "The worst 
part of the trip was when they said 
they were going to blow up the plane. 
George said the priest (Bishop Ed- 
ward O'Rourke of Peoria) gave them 
the last rites and his whole body

Hijackers return to face charges 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Five terror- 


ists who hijacked a U.S. jetliner 
across the Atlantic to publicize their 
demands for a free Croatia returned 
to the United States Sunday in hand- 
cuffs to face charges of air piracy and 
possibly murder. 


Some 40 FBI agents met the terror- 


ists — four Yugoslav men and an 
American wife of one — and took 
them to FBI headquarters in Manhat- 
tan for questioning. None of the five 
spoke to reporters. 


The self-styled "Fighters for Free 


Croatia" hijacked a TWA jetliner with 
92 persons aboard Friday. The New 
York-to-Chicago plane was diverted to 
Montreal, then on the Gander, New- 
foundland, and Paris. 


J. WALLACE LaPrade, assistant di- 


rector of the FBI in charge of the 
New York office, said the five would 
be charged with air piracy, punish- 
able by a sentence of 20 years to life. 


Authorities also said the five may 


face murder charges in the death of a 


New York police officer who was 
killed early Saturday while trying to 
disarm a bomb the terrorists left, 
with a 2,400-word list of demands, in a 
locker at New York's Grand Central 
Station. 


A second bomb was found by police 


at New York's Kennedy Airport while 
the five hijackers were en route there 
Sunday. 


The hijackers had said they had a 


second bomb in a "busy location" set 
to go off unless their demands were 
met. But before they surrendered in 
Paris they telephoned orders through 
a confederate to defuse it. 


"I am proud of everything we did," 


one of the hijackers declared on their 
departure from Paris. 


"Don't be surprised if there are oth- 


er attacks," the hijacker said. "We 
are defending a just cause and here 
we arc with handcuffs on."

What a doll! 
She's bikini-measured to draw 


stares from any man. She boasts an 
exquisite wardrobe, a perfectly made- 
up face and a continuous supply of 
always-handsome dates for all occa- 
sions. 


Little girls reared in the '50s and 


'60s loved her/ idolized her and 
dreamed they would grow up to their 
own real life "Dream Houses," jazzy 
convertibles and Ken dolls. Now their 
daughters do the same. 


Barbie celebrates her 18th birthday 


this year as a landmark for the toy 
industry and a boon to the Gross Na- 
tional Product. 


And quite a boon she is. More than 


86 million Barbie dolls have been sold 
around the world — an estimated 6 
million retail each year, according to 
Mattel Co., her manufacturer and 
promoter. 


BARBIE OUTFITS, designed at a 


rate of 36 new ones each year, anflual- 
ly sell at the 20 million level. 


But not everyone loves Barbie the 


way little girls and industry accoun- 
tants do. 


Barbie emphasizes the role of con- 


sumer to little girls, says Barbara 
Lund, an Instructor of women's 
courses at Harper College, Palatine. 


"She helps channel them into the 


world of women — namely go out and

spend, spend, spend — which absorbs 
our whole daily thoughts." 


Dr. Mike Ostrowski, Des Plaines 


psychologist and Harper instructor, 
concurs. 


"She creates needs in people that 


are not important," he explained. 
"Little girls grow up feeling they 
have to have the appropriate dress for 


all occasions. So they .think they need 
to go out and buy a lot of clothes." 


CLOTHES AREN'T the only crav- 


ings Barbie encourages, griped Ms. 
Lund, mother of an 8-year-old girl 
who occasionally plays with Barbie- 
Inspired adult figure dolls. "I think 
she primes the woman to an emphasis 
cosmetics and artificially changing 
of the body." 


Says Dr. Ostrowsky, "If you don't 


happen to have a 38D bust, you're out 
of it, a-failure as a woman,'according 
to the image. I see a lot of feelings of 
inadequacy and inferiority in young 
women. In this respect Barbie hurts a 
lot of people." 


But Mattel says Barbie's image has 


changed from the sophisticated fash- 
ion model of 1958. 


She's a "with it" teenager, states 


the firm's background information 
sheet on Barbie and her family. Her 
fashions include skiing, camping, sail- 
ing (in her own Dream Boat) and ten- 
nis outfits.

Saying its 920 members pay twice 


for services such as snow removal 
and street maintenance, the Elk 
Grove Estates Homeowners Assn. has 
asked village officials for relief. 


"We would like the village to take 


over maintenance of the streets and 
the water and sewer lines," said asso- 
ciation president Fcrman Walters. 
"Wo want to bo treated the same as 
any other homeowner, no more and 
no less." 


In conventional subdivisions, utility 


lines and streets arc built to village 
specifications and become the vil- 
lage's properly and responsibility 
when (ho construction is finished. 


THE 020 HOMES in Elk Grovo Es- 


tates, however, were built as a plan- 
ned unit development, and the proj- 
ect's four miles of streets arc the 
property and responsibility of the 
homeowners association. 


While the streets nrc designated as 


private. Wallers said, they are not 
privately used. There is no ban to oth- 
er drivers using the streets as thor- 
oughfares. 


The association members pay extra 


for street maintenance, according to 
Walters, because they pay village 
taxes for street maintenance as well 
as direct payments for maintenance 
of their own streets. He said the typi- 
cal resident pays $30 to $40 per year 
to a private company for snow re- 
moval alone.

3 area residents on flight from Paris 
Tears welcome return of hostages

A -4,000-milc transatlantic odysscy 


ended In tears and screams of joy for 
three Northwest suburban men Sun- 
day who were among 25 passengers 
returning to O'Hnre Airport from a 
hijacked jet in Paris.

were greeted by family and friends 
who had anxiously waited more than 
an hour after the plane landed at 4:45 
p m. to welcome the men home.

Rush of DCS Plaines was not available 
for an interview Sunday. 


The three had been among 92 pas- 


sengers and crewmen on a Chicago- 
bound TWA jet hijacked Friday night 
and commandeered to Paris Saturday 
by members of a Croatian nationalist 
group. 


BERGMAN, 35, OF 628 S. Lincoln 


Ln., Arlington Heights, told reporters 
"the stay in Paris was a real night- 
marc" because "there was a lot of 
trouble in communications" between 
police and the passengers. 


Bergman, a financial analyst, ad- 


mitted that when the hijackers said 
they were going to blow up the jet, "it 
wasn't my favorite thing."

"I had faith that they weren't going 


to do it (blow up the jet)," he said. 
"There were, however, moments of 
fear, or I should say, great apprehen- 
sion." 


Bergman, when asked if he was one

"I don't have much sympathy for 
their cause." 


MRS. BERGMAN, WHO remained

Hijackers return to face charges 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Five terror- 


ists who hijacked a U.S. jetliner 
across the Atlantic to publicize their 
demands for a free Croatia returned 
to the United States Sunday in hand- 
cuffs to face charges of air piracy and 
possibly murder. 


Some 40 FBI agents met the terror- 


ists — four Yugoslav men and an 
American wife of one — and took 
them to FBI headquarters in Manhat- 
tan for questioning. None of the five 
spoke to reporters. 


The self-styled "Fighters for Free 


Croatia" hijacked a TWA jetliner with 
92 persons aboard Friday. The New 
York-to-Chicago plane was diverted to 
Montreal, then on the Gander, New- 
foundland, and Paris. 


J. WALLACE LaPrade, assistant di- 


rector of the FBI in charge of the 
New York office, said the five would 
be charged with air piracy, punish- 
able by a sentence of 20 years to life. 


Authorities also said the five may 


face murder charges In the death of a 


New York police officer who was 
killed early Saturday while trying to 
disarm a bomb the terrorists left, 
with a 2,400-word list of demands, in a 
locker at New York's Grand Central 
Station. 


A second bomb was found by police 


at New York's Kennedy Airport while 
the five hijackers were en route there 
Sunday. 


The hijackers had said they had a 


second bomb in a "busy location" set 
to go off unless their demands were 
met. But before they surrendered in 
Paris they telephoned orders through 
a confederate to defuse it. 


"I am proud of everything we did," 


one of the hijackers declared on their 
departure from Paris. 


"Don't be surprised if there are oth- 


er attacks," the hijacker said. "We 
are defending a just cause and here 
we are with handcuffs on."

Hijackers return to face charges 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Five terror- 


ists who hijacked a U.S. jetliner 
across the Atlantic to publicize their 
demands for a free Croatia returned 
to the United States Sunday in hand- 
cuffs to face charges of air piracy and 
possibly murder. 


Some 40 FBI agents met the terror- 


ists — four Yugoslav men and an 
American wife of one — and took 
them to FBI headquarters in Manhat- 
tan for questioning. None of the five 
spoke to reporters. 


The self-styled "Fighters for Free 


Croatia" hijacked a TWA jetliner with 
92 persons aboard Friday. The New 
York-to-Chicago plane was diverted to 
Montreal, then on the Gander, New- 
foundland, and Paris. 


J. WALLACE LaPrade, assistant di- 


rector of the FBI in charge of the 
New York office, said the five would 
be charged with air piracy, punish- 
able by a sentence of 20 years to life. 


Authorities also said the five may 


face murder charges in the death of a 


New York police officer who was 
killed early Saturday while trying to 
disarm a bomb the terrorists left, 
with a 2,400-word list of demands, in a 
locker at New York's Grand Central 
Station. • 


A second bomb was found by police 


at New York's Kennedy Airport while 
the five hijackers were en route there 
Sunday. 


The hijackers had said they had a 


second bomb in a "busy location" set 
to go off unless their demands were 
met. But before they surrendered in 
Paris they telephoned orders through 
a confederate to defuse it. 


"I am proud of everything we did," 


one of the hijackers declared on their 
departure from Paris.
